1. I spent considerable time in discussions with the Develo pment Projects Divi - 
sion people, Dick Bissell and General Cabell concernmE^^etter 25X1 A9a 

having to do with the budgetary aspects of Project^^^^^^l The letter is being re -25X1 A2d1 
drafted by DPD in accordance with my suggestions. In discussing this with General 
Cabell, aside from the letter itself, I expressed my concern that neither DPD nor Dick 
Bissell seemed to know how much this Project was going to cost and whether we had 
money in our budget to cover it. I emphasized to all concerned that if we were going to have 
to go to the Reserve, which seemed very likely, we should do so before rather than after 
the fact, especially in view of their negative attitude toward this Project. General Cabell 
agreed that we should avoid anything which could be alleged to be a breach of faith. How- 
ever, he also told me that the President had been briefed today on this whole Project and 
had given his approval; therefore, it would appear that we should have no trouble obtain- 
ing the necessary release from the Reserve. In this connection he said that the Director 
had also told the President that the cost of "5412 Operations" was likely to increase sub- 
stantially. Maurice Stans, the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, was present when 
the Director briefed the President on these matters and did not raise any objection. 


2. General Cabell returned all of the papers assembled on 25X1 A9a 

"emergency planning" to me and requested that inasmuch as emergency planning was a 
DD/S responsibility that I come up with a new paper proposing action in this field. He 
was clear in indicating that he did notwishto restrict me in any way as to what my paper 
should say; i.e. , I could adopt the ^^^^^^^lews or submit views of my own. In any 25X1 A9a 
case, he felt that it was my responsibility to present such a paper. 




3. John Tietjen buzzed me to see if there had been any developments in connection 
with his suggestion that he or one of his doctors accompany the President to the USSR. I 
told him that I had not mentioned this to the Director and suggested that he do so when he
